In fact, a very manifest weakness 
of our American system of education 
is its strong tendency to produce in­ 
tellectual sausages rather than vig­ 
orous, accurate, scientific thinkers.

actions. 
Now note the inconsistency. 
He 
contemptuously casts aside the old 
theory because it involves the m ir­ 
aculous. 
The miraculous is impossi­ 
ble to him, because of a lack of evi­ 
dence to support it. 
But how about

His own explicit statem ent in 
: tho same article is that it also is
